Title |1 Schoolwide Plans

When a school decides to implement a Title | schoolwide program, it must develop a schoolwide
plan. Developing a schoolwide plan is typically a year-long process starting with a comprehensive
needs assessment to focus planning efforts on identified needs. The school must involve parents
and community members in the development of the schoolwide plan. Once the initial plan is
complete, the school will submit a schoolwide application to DPI for approval.

The plan must be easily accessible and available, in an understandable format, to the school,
district staff, parents, and the public. The schoolwide plan remains in effect for the duration of the
school’s participation in Title I. For more information visit the Title | website:
